Tam not ono of those who recognize solf- 
abnegation as the only virtue, I believe we 
owe a great deul to ourselyes, each of 1s—a 
great deal more than is generally admitted, 
T know this will bo called heretical—nay, 
perhaps by a harder name, But for the life 
of me, I cannot understand how any other 
nature has a right to'absorb mine. It was 
given me to cherish, to onltivate agreeably 
to the highest possibilities T can compuss— 
to fashion into tlie likeness of my conception 
of the divine image, und I have no right to 
neglect any of the processes of its education, 
and ultimate perfection. Why is my soul so 
full of independent wishes, if they are only 
planted there to be crushed down or rooted 
out? Ido not inean that we are selfishly to 
thrust ourselves between the sunshine and 
our neighbor—never to reach out a lielping 
hand, speak a word of kindness, or make wi- 
devour mantle of charity for the sake of the 
poor onteasts of the world—far from it—we 
are not to do less for others, but more for 
ourselyes, Who knows the neods of my na- 
ture as I know them myself? Who can 
stretch me up to lis stature, or who can 
erush me down to his? I suppose that iny 
soul is as different from otlier souls as my 
form is different from other forms, and that 
another's. garment would fit me as well as 
another's pleasures. I must seck for myself 
and determine for myself, what is best for 
me, and that shall meet and bring out of me 
whiat is best. A voice, small and still, but 
more fearful than thunder, tells me to come 
back when I trespass on other’s grounds, for 
that lis areas sacred to him as mine are to 
me, and that my nature, though whole and 
separate, is so bound up in others, and with 
others, that to injure my brother is to injure 
myself, aud to injure myself is to injure him, 
But whether or not Tam to root up my fine 
cedar tree to make room for his black thorn, 
I myself claim the right ofjudging—else why 
haye I judgmentat wil? The world of histo- 
ry is full of beautiful lessons of self-sacrifice, 
aud we heed them all, for itis not selfishness, 
but self-loye thatI advocate. This mortality 
of imino is a wonderful and mysterious thing, 
involved in and reaching forward to a still 
higher wonder and mystery, ayd it becomes 
me to cherish it tenderly, to keep and care 
for it reverently, and not to suffer the dust 
of carelessness—the rust of sinfulness to of- 
face the divine image and superseription.— 
Everything that makes men and women no- 
blor is of the greatest importance, and though 
worldly treasnres are nothing when laid up 
where moth and rust corrupt, they ave inyal- 
nable when used to beautify and refine, and 
imake excellent. 

It is a mistake to suppose that nntoward 
circumstances are of no importance—they 
are ot the greatest importance when we are 
sufficiently wise to knead our gold into. our 
clay. Men are too apt to be yulgarised by 
their wealth instead of making wenlth their 
sabordinate minister, It is thonght by somo 
poreaut, that carelessness of apparel and neg- 
igence of surroundings are indexes of mental 
superiority, Not so, however, ‘Tyne, men 
and women may hang thomselves all over 
with adornments that are, after all, but taw- 
dry fineries—unbecoming as the train of a 
countess to a milk-maid—because they are 
simply hung on the outside, and not the out- 
growth from, and requisition of the nature 
within, 

Do not, ny dear reador, decetye yourself 
into believing it makes no difference whether 
you are tidily and prettily dressed or not; 
that it is all the same whethor yourhouse has 
4 grenay wall, and a window looking out up- 
on pools of stagnant dish water, or whether 
the one be neat aud respecatble, and the other 
opening upon grass and flowers, 

I am pleased to find my sentiments on this 
subject endorsed by Walter Savage Landor ; 
he saya: “I distrust both the intellect and 
the morality of those people to whom dis- 
order is of no consequence—who can live at 
ease in an Augean Stablo, What surrounds 
us roflocts more or less that which is within 


us. Tho mind is liko one of those dark lan- 
terns 1 Apite of everything still throws 
sonie | ronnd, Tf our tastes did not re- 


youl our character they would bo no tastes, 
but instincts.”

THE TWO-FINGERED ASSASSIN, 
BY BYLVANUS Conn, In, 

I was on my way from Jackson to Green: 
boro, in the State of Mississippi. At Lex- 
ington T loft the great stage road, and 
struck off to the right by a leas frequented 
wily, Ono ovoning—a pleasant evening 
in summer—I arriyed at quite a villago 
whore I must pass the night. Upon onter- 
ing the Inn I found quite a number of 
guests there, and soon learned that court 
was in session in that place. 

The next morning was dull and drizzly 
and I resolved to stop over one stage’ and 
attend court, as [learned tlt one or two 
important cases were to be tried. I enter- 
ed the court room, which was built for town 
purposes, with a lawyer whose acquain- 
tance I had made; and through his infla- 
ence I got a good seat. The place was 
literally crowded within ten minutes from 
the timo the doors were opened; and 1 
hence judged that an important case was 
to come off, And TAvas not disappointed, 

“The first case was one of murder, The 
prisoner was brought in, and placed in the 
rotgh box which had been fixed up; and 
when I examined his features I made up 
my mind that if he did do the deadly deed 
he must have done it in a moment of mad 
dning passion ; for veally, had I been told 
to select the murderer from all that throng, 
the prisonor would have been the Jast one 
He was four and twenty, small 
ately framed; with large, mild 
‘bine eyes; flaxen hair; with features por- 
fectly regular, and marked by a spirit of 
good will and intelligence, He, looked 
pale and haggard now ; and seemed to shun 
the gaze of the assembled multitude. 

The murder had only been committed 
two days before, But the coroner had 
found a verdict at once; an indictment 
quickly followed; and as the court chanced 
to be in session at the time,.the case, being 
so clear, was brought on. 

From the opening of the prosecution I 
learned the following facts : \ 

The man who had been murdered was a 
wealthy planter, forty-cight years of age, 
named Owen Payne. On the evening of 
the murder he had started from a lawyer’s 
office on horseback, to return to his planta 
tion, about five mile distant; and an hour 
afterwards he was found weltering in his 
own blood; upon the roadside, within a 
piece of woods two miles from the village. 

The prisoney at the bar was named Thos. 
Watkins Roby; and he was a step-son of 
the planter. Payne had married his mother 
some four years before—had lived with her 
until two months of the present time, when 
he hed turned her ont of his house, and 
forbidden her even to enter it again. Slie

BRIMSTONE FOR CROWS, 


The Maine Farmer, thus discourseth on 
tho subject of scarecrows :— 
Tho scaré crow sonson is at hand. In 
the course of the coming thirty days what 
lots of imagen will start up in our corn 
fiold. ‘The human figure will be portrayed 
in all sorts of postures, costumes and colors, 
some will be hendloss and some will be 
lintlons, some with coats a world too large, 
and some with no conts at all, and yet thoy 
will all bo armod with somothing with 
which to kill the crow. They may die “a 
larfing” as Sam Slick says, for wo can soo 
no other way by which they can affect them 
in the least, In addition to the old clothes 
statuary which will throng the corn fields, 
wo shall séo the results of a gront deal of 
Yankeo ingenuity. Some fields will bo 
surrounded with yarn enough to make 
stockings for half dozen barefooted beg- 
gars. Some will have strips of cedar or 
bass wood bark turning like telegraph wires 
from polo to pole. Poles will also be plac- 
ed around on which will hang by a string, 
over turning and ever twisting old bottles, 
old coffee pots, strips of tin and such like 
“ parapherentia,” all of which will please 
tho sight ox well as tickle the fancy of all 
tho crows in the neighborhood, All of 
them as they fly down to regale themselves 
with the sweet kernels at the bottom of 
the sprining corn will no doubt look upon 
them as very curious but exceedingly harm- 
less, m 
Tn addition to all these, some recommend 
one thing and some another, One method 
is, soak corn in New England rum, and lay 
it in the field, and thus the crows who eat 
it become drunk, and easily become a prey 
like all other drunkards to tose who fur- 
nish the liquor. We think this is demor- 
alizing the crows too bad, 
We like the mothod recommended by 
Mr. S. Mitchell, of Cameron, N. Y,, wlio 
gitts notice in the last number of the Gen- 
esee Farmer, that after trying all the Yan- 
kee tricks and dosing the crows with rats- 
bano without any affect, he has found that 
a pan of sulpher mixed with plaster and 
ashes, and a handful seattered on the corn 
as it peops out of the ground will be suffi 
cient to protect and acre from their raya- 
gos. Wa presume the reason of this is 
that by the heat and action of tlie ashes, 
the sulphur becomes changed so as to throw 
out sulpliurous fumes which give the crows 
a hint of the doom of all thieves, and they 
quit. 


SUMMER MANAGEMENT OF SHEEP.

ct 


In the spring, do not turn your sheep in- 
to the pasture until it is well up, or untilit 
is ankle high, so as to have something to 
shade the ground; keep your sheep close, 
and feed them with hay and grain of some 
kind they will eat it well if kept from 
grass. When putupon pasture, have three 
or more fields, and change them often, so 
that their pasture may be sweet. I have 
known a neighbor lose three hundred sheep 
out of six hundred in one summer. Ile 
divided them into three parts, and put them 
into three large fields, with no shade except 
what the fence on south side of eh field 
made. ‘The slféep lay along the fence, and 
when the nose fly came, the sheep were to 
beseen running with their noses to the 
ground, fighting the fly, and eating only 
just enough to keep life in them. THe 
sheep did not go more than eight or ten 
rods from the fence, and this was eaten 
close to the ground when there was plenty 
of pasture on the north side of the field: 
as a consequence the sheep poisoned them- 
selves in their own filth. The fly laid its 
egg in the nostrils of the sheep, and they 
soon died in great numbers of % worm in 
the head.” 

Now, you would ask, how he should 
saye his sheep? He should have put 
them all into one field, ang forced them 
to go farther from the fence; and about 
two or three days after the first shower, he 
should have changed them to another field.

The following account shows how grent 
are the perils to which the Biitish fleet at 
Onanton are exposed from the machinations 
of the Ohinese ;— 

On Sunday the third of May, at 4 9. m., 
it being a divk rainy morning, a tremen- 
dous explosion took plave exactly ahead of 
the Acorn, and #0 close as to shake the 
ship all over; immediately afterwards frag- 
inentaof a very large infernal machine 
floated past and many pieces were caught 
by the spars that are rigged out all around 
the ship asa protection against fire rafta. 
The pinnace and cutter were sent ahend, 
and discovered at the distance of half a 
mnile a strong bamboo rope, attached to a 
pile driven into the bed of the river, This 
rope was found to lead from the pile under 
water to the Acorn’s cable, to which itwwas 
Attacked some feet under water, This 
must lave been done by a diver during the 
hight, as the anchor had been weighed the 
day before,

ARREST AT GENOA, 

Of the fifty two persons arrested at 
Genoa, thirty-two were Piedmontese sub- 
jects. The remaining twenty comprised : 
one Frenchman, five Permese, seven Lom- 
bards, six from Romagno, and one from 
Modena. att 

A Turin journal says itis stated that 
Mazzini was concealed at Genoa, and that 
he was to appear at the head of a Pretori- 
an guard as soon as the attempt had suc- 
ceeded, He was then to have established 
a Provisional Government in the Ducal 
Palace. One of his friends advised him to 
hy out the gaine in liopes that the popu- 
lace night jom himg but Mazzini refused, 
counterimanded the movement, and hastily 
left Genoa, in order not to be taken. 

The Piedmontese Gazette of the 4th inst., 
states that the number of persons arrested 
at Genoa, is 52, including 82 Piedmontese 
subjects, viz, 8! Genoese, 6 natives of La 
Spezzia, one of Chivari, one of Alessandria, 
and “one of Mortara, The remaining 20 
couiprise one Frenchman, five P rmese, 
seven Lomboads, six from Romagna, and 
one’ from Modena, Forty-two. belong to 
yarious trades, two ara servants, and there 
are, besides, two laudowners, a journalist, 0 
secretary, a clerk and two students, The 
same journal adds that two large barrels of 
gunpowder for mining were discovered a 
Genoa on the 4tt, in the neighborhoon of 
the Ducal Palace and the adjoining bar- 
racks, and that two large chests full of mus- 
dets and other wenpons were seized in the 
same lonality. 

‘Lhe Cattolico of Genoa states that sev- 
eral arrests have been made among the 
Piedmontese navy ; that the surgeon of the 
regiment of Savoy, stationed at Genoa, has 
committed suicide by taking poison; and 
that there had been an attempt at distur 
bance at La Spezzi. 

The Gortiere Mercantile of the 4th inst., 
adds the following particulars: “Two 
more places where arms were deposited 
have been discoverek, one near the Mani- 
con and the other in St. Andrew's Garden, 
There were rot many muskets, but a great 
store of shells and ammunition. The Cag 
liari is now not at Naples, but at Gaeta, and 
the directors of the Kabattsno Company 
are making great efforts to recover her. 
It is said that one of their Captains has 
been sent to Naples for that purpose. The 
authoritses here lave ordered the expulsion 
of Miss Jessie Meriton White, who is cou 
sidered to have been the agent of Mazzini 
upon the lastoceasion It is said that the 
English embassy has agreed to her expul 
sion.

Pota- 
toes on heavy clay lands have in most instan- 
ces, n doletul appearance of sinall, spindly, 
ded stalks, but on good, dry soils, there 
is a good prospect of a fair, late crop of po- 
tatoes and other roots. ut without a very 
important change of weather takes place 
soon, all calenlations and surmisings on the 
probable results of the harvest must be utter- 
ly valueless—Huron Signal.

If 
the cow is left for a minute ortwowhen half 
the milk is drawn, the natural flow ireheck- 
ed, the milk returns back into the ducts, 
and you must wait for a part of itll the 
next milking time. 

But by a repetition of this careless mode 
of milking the quantity is gradually dinin- 
ished till in a short time the cow is dey 
Whereas, by attention to the milking with 
rapidity, and drawing all from the vider 
the cow will yield her milk freely for ten 
months after her time of calving. And we 
hold that all cows ought to go dry for \wo 
months before having another call—

Hacts for Farmers 

. 

WASH YOUR FRUIT TREES, 

During somo of the warin and lonsuroly 
days of spring, bofore the buds of your frult 
trees swoll much, and the leaves begin to 
start, it would be well to wash your fruit 
troes froin top to bottom. If you cannot 
find anything more convenient, a weak lye 
mado of wood ashes will be good. ‘Thor 
Will not be so much dangor of injuring the 
treos bofore the buds start by thin prepara- 
tion. A lyo mado of a pound of potash to 
two gallons of water makes a good wash, 
Thore are, however, two better preparations 
than those above montioned. ‘The first. is 
A solution of carbonate of soda, commonly 
call sal soda, and a second is a suds made 
out of whale oil soap. We have used the 
soda and Jike it better than lye of ashes or 
potush. Itis now used a good deal in 


Put a pound into two gallons of water, 
and apply with a swab. Tt will Koop the 
bark greon, and it kills the moss, which 
instantly clianges color on touching it, 
and in time scales off. The whale oil soap 
can be bought in casks in Boston ‘at the 
seed stores, It is an excellent preparation 
for this purpose—clonsing and invigoratin, 
the bark and destroying mosses, and aia 
nuisances, and also insects. 

Sometimes apple trees especially young 
trees become plastered over with a species 
of scales, looking like a minute muscle shell 
which sticks closely to the bark, They 
are the covering of an egg of a minute fly 
that lays them there, and they are injurious 
to the growth of the tree, | 


RAISING STOCK, 

Tho rearing of good dairy stock is an 
object of great importance to the farmer. 
The cow ranks high among our doméstic 
aniinals. Probably no other is of more 
importance to us. She furnishes both the 
necessaries and luxuries of life. To the 
farmer she is a source of luxury and profit, 
How desirable, then, that in rearing dairy 
stock, he should produce animals of the 
best qualities for his purpose, And the 
question, how this cari best be accomplish- 
ed, is one of interest to the breeders of neat 
stock. If like produces like,” too much 
care and skill can hardly be exercised by 
the breeder in the solection of his breeding 
animals, He should select such as have 
the style aud qualities desired in their off- 
spring, 
Tn rearing heifers for the dairy, such 
should be chosen as have descended from 
good milking stock. It is not only impor- 
tant that the dam should have been a good 
milker, but equally so that the site should 
have been bred from a good milking race. 
It is generally believed by breeders of ex- 
perience that the male has as much influ- 
ence upon the milking qualities of the

only use superior animals to breed from, 
but reserve for himself the better portion 
of their progeny. Ifan heifer shows an 
aptitude to fatten easily, she is considered 
worth more for the shambles than the dairy, 
and consequently, goes into the hands of the 
butcher; while some hard-hided one, which 
could not be easily fattened is reserved for 
the milk-pail. 

The opinion is very prevalent among 
farmers, that a heifer that takes on flesh 
rapidly will not make a good milker, 
Perhaps the fact that most good milker 
bocoine thin of flesh when in full milk leads 
to this opinion. But such cows generally 
fatten quickly whon dry. It would seem 
that the fact of a heifer’s fattening easily 
should lead to the belief that she would 
make a good cow for butter, her aptitude 
to fatten showing her systein to be such, 
that all the carbon of her food is not re- 
quired for heat and respiration —Wlint's 
Ag.

eight, all coming from a sinall section of 
of the country, afforded a rood dala to 
work from, However, Dr. Morton mado 
an exception from his type of the Bxqui- 
maux, which he regarded as analogous to 
tho Mongols, though he admitted that phil- 
ologically the Esquimaux did not diffor | 
from the other Amorican tribes, so far as | 
fonoralization could be made of so many 
different dialects, He here pointed out 1 
drawing of tho skull of a Sioux Indian, 
Which he showed by quotations from the 
writors of Morton's Kcliool, was to bo con. 
sidered 48 the most perfect type of the 
Ainorican head. It differed from the hond 
of the modern European inbabitants of the 
country ; but it seomed to him to diffor as 
much from that of the Northern Indian’, 
Besides, as tho form of the Northern In- 
dian differed from the Southern Tndian, it 
| approached that of the Kaquimaux. Tho 
| Seminole, as drawn by Morton, a pproxina- 
ted to the Poruyian hoad, and differed from 
the necopted typo. Ho thon gave several 
monsurements of heads, from Morton's book, 
to show that oven this did not bear out tho

It behovyos the 
people of England at this crisis in the oxist- 
once of their name, Asa nation of tho first 
class, to watch not only the Indian affair, but 
to look yery narrowly after the business agit 
progrosson at Constantinople, They will 
find that in both all thoye on 
olther continent wlio destre to deprive hor of 
power, aro working together, and if she ts 
humbugged by the balderdash whieh fa ute 
tered on groat oational occasions, auch aa 
laying the Tolograplio wire, by the wire- 
pullora in the Wostorn World, abo will only 
awake to hor shame aud dishonor, when her 
power and influonce ja orambling from her 
grasp.
